Bonn Delegates to 
Visit Arab States

Bonn, Thursday 

Although it has rejected the protests 
oft the Arab League against the West 
German-Israelh Reparations Agree- 
ment, the Federal Government this 
week decided to send delegations to 
the Arab capitals to negotiate on the 
dispute arising from the agreement. 

One delegation—it includes a num- 
ber .of trade experts—-has, it is 
reported, already left for Iraq. 

The. Arab League delegation, which 
failed after three weeks of effort to 
persuade the Bonn authorities to revise 
the Reparations Agreement, has now left 
Germany. 

The West German Ambassador to 
Egypt, Dr. G.. Pawelke, 1s expected to 
arrive here from Cairo to-day to report 
to his Government on the latest develop- 
ments in the dispute between the. Arab 
States and Germany. = 


Arab Threat 


Meanwhile, the text of the Note sent 


‘to the Federal Government by the Arab 


League Political Committee last -week- 
end. has been: published here. [1 said 
that the Reparations Agreement. was a 
‘menace: to. all States,” .and 


added:.*“ In view of the serious situation 


created .by the intention of the West 
German Government to ratify the Agree- 
ment, the Arab States may feel obliged 
to break off economic ‘relations with 
Germany. They also. reserve to them- 
selves the right to take ‘appropriate 


measures to safeguard their own interests 


in case of ratification.”’ 

The Note said that the treaty: repre- 
sented a most serious. menace to the 
existence of the Arab States, which could 
not disregard '** the huge assistance which 
Germany 1s rendering to a State -with 
which they are at war.” 

There was no doubt, the Note added. 
that the execution of the treaty could 
neither conform with the. principles. of 
neutrality nor with the principles of 
friendship such as that between the Arab 
States and Germany, but. would cause 
renewed ‘conflicts.in the Middle East. 

The .West Berlin branch of the 
German Party, the smallest of the three 
Federal Government Coalition parties, 
has urged its members in Parhament to 
oppose ratification of ‘the Agreement 
hecause it would ruin traditional ties 
with the Arab world and “ encourage 
antisemitism.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK | 


FATHER AND SON 


HERE is a story told of that 
son of the famous Moses 
Mendelssohn who became the 
father of the composer Felix 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy. “ When | 
was a boy,” he is reported to have 
complamed, “everyone referred to 
me as Mendelssohn's son. Now | 
am an old man, everyone refers to 
me as Mendelssohn's father!” 
That story surely lends point to, 
and affords a more satisfactory 
explanation than is usually given of, 
the unusual and tautologous open- 
ing words of this week’s Sidra: 
“ And these are the generations of 
Isaac, Abraham’s son: Abraham 
begot Isaac.” The phrase, “ Isaac, 


Abraham's son,” as surely suggests 


that the son could take pride tn his 
father, as “ Abraham begot Isaac ” 
Suggests that the father basked in 
the glory of his son. The father 
was worthy of the son as the son 
was worthy of the father. 

There are two claims to distinction: 
there is that of honourable descent 
and noble lineage, a pride in one’s 
distinguished. forebears. person 
who claims such a title to honour, 
however, runs the grave risk of bask- 
ing in someone else's glory, of ‘living 
on the credit of Zechut Abort, the 
merits of one’s ancestors. He justifies 
his life and his name not by what he 
has .achieved; but by what his 
predecessors did; | 


HAT risk can be avoided only by 
the well-known principle of noblesse 
oblige: that the very fact of one’s 
honourable. descent places obligations 
and. responsibilities upon the. bearer 
of that-name from which the ordinary 
person is free. 
The other claim to fame is that of 
the self-made. man. Without the 
advantages of distinguished forebears, 
starting from humble beginnings, that 
man, by dint of his own talents. and 
application, by . perseverance and 
industry, establishes an honourable 
place for himself, and ts worthy of 
the highest admiration, Instead of the 
father bringing honour to. the. son, 
‘the som brings honour to the father. 
There is a story which fittingly 
gives point to those two claims to 
honour, and suggests in no uncer- 


tain terms which ts the more credi- 


table. It is of a group of Jews taking 
pride in their distinguished lineage 
who found themselves in the company 


of a self-made man, and in order to 
embarrass him they deliberately began 
to recount the great deeds of. their 
ancestors. The victim did not remain 
silent. “The difference between you 
and me,” he said, “is that with you 
the Yichus (honourable birth) ends ; 
with me it begins!” 7 

These considerations apply not only 
to the individual Jew . they apply even 
more to the Jewish people as a whole, 
The doctrine of Zechut Abort, of the 
meriut and credit which accrues to the 
Jewish people as a result of the piety, 
the faith, and the constancy of the 
Fathers of the Jewish people, is a 
fundamental concept of Jewish 
theology, and to the extent that we 
adopt it we belong to the category 
of “Isaac, Abraham's son,” living in 
the reflected glory of the deeds of past 
generations. But to what extent does 
the “Isaac, Abraham's son” find its 
counterpart in. “ Abraham begot 
Isaac ” that the spirits of past genera- 
tions can find spiritual satisfaction in 
the deeds and achievements of their 
descendants ? 


[PO we not draw too heavily upon 


that credit,.with the result that we. 


run the danger of overdrawing our 
accounts, of becoming spiritually 
bankrupt? We take too much pride 
in the honour of our distinguished 
descent, and do not feel sufficiently 
the need to live up to the implications 
and the responsibility of that descent, 

The one thing of which the Jew is 
in sore need if he is to risé. to the 
level of his spiritual potentialities and 
if he 1s to fulfil his Divine mission 
in the world is tO recapture the spirit 
of noblesse obli RE, of Saying:

CHRONICLER 


Che Z.€. 100 Pears Ago 


The following is an extract from 
THe JEwisH CHRONICLE of Kisley 8, 
5613—November 19, 1852: 

From Jews, natives of Yemen, we have 
lately derived the following infor- 
mation respecting their brethren in 
that part of Arabia. The number 
of Jews. in Yemen. is from 30,000 
to 35.000 souls; of these there are 
in Aden about 2,000 ; in Sana about 
10.000 ; in Sada 1,000; in Damarra 
1.000: Hadan-esh-Sham 2,000; in 
the desert of Beda 2.000: the rest 
are scattered in little towns and 
villages. As Hadan-esh-Sham is 
independent of the Imam of Sana, 
the Jews there are comparatively 
well off. They live on good terms 
with their Mahometan neighbours, 
assist them in their wars, and there- 
fore are protected by the Mahome- 
tans against outrages of fanatics and 
robbers. 


£950 MAXIMUM SALARIES FOR §S 


Shechita Board’s Decision 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A resolution that the maximum 
salaries of shochetim should be £950 


per annum was carried at a special 


meeting of the London Board of 
Shechita, held at the Board’s offices, 
29, Alie Street, E.1, last week. The 
President, Mr. Harry Gaventa, was in 
the chair. 

The meeting was held to consider 
the reports of the Special Sub-Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, which was set up 
to investigate “the present conditions 
of service which include hours of 
employment, pensions, rates of pay, 
any special privileges enjoyed by way 
of protective clothing, etc., and any 
other matter or thing relating to the 
control of staff (excluding the Adminis- 
trative Staff).” 

Together with the majority report of the 
Special Sub-Committee, of which Mr. 
Lionel L. Loewe (Chairman) and Messrs. 
S. Boxer, N. Krivine, A. D. Robertson, 
and A. Wingate were members, there 
were other reports—one, the observa- 
tions of the Hon. Officers of the Special 
Sub-Committee Report, submitted by the 
President and Mr. A. Mann; the other, 
a Minority Report, with regard to certain 
recommendations, signed by Mr. S. Boxer 
and Mr. A. Wingate, and observations 
by Mr. Alfred Woolf (Vice-President) and 
Mr. E, N. Nabarro (Treasurer). 


Majority Report Proposals 


The recommendation of the Majority 
Report was that the salaries for cattle 
shochetim. should be as follows: first 


year probation—£675 per annum (being 


£613 12s. 10d. basic salary plus 10 per 
cent cost-of-living bonus); second year 
and on the established staff—£726 per 
annum (being £660 basic salary plus 10 
per cent cost-of-living bonus); then pro- 
ceeding by six increments of £33 per 
annum and one further increment. of 
£26 to a maximum of £950 per annum 
(being £863 I2s. 6d.‘ basic salary plus 
10 per cent cost-of-lhving bonus). 

Mr. Gaventa, who told the meeting 
that the poultry and. cattle 
rejected the report of the Special Sub- 
Committee, said that time and again they 
had. been informed by the cattle 
shochetim that they were becoming very 


restless in regard to their claim for 
increases of salaries. ‘“* We feel the time 
has now come,” said Mr. Gaventa, 


‘when we have to be realistic.” He 
added that if his and Mr. Mann’s recom- 
mendations were adopted it would entail 
an additional cost to the Board of £5,083. 

Mr. Isaac Landau, a former President 
of the Board, said he considered that 
these proposed increases would mean 
financial disaster to the Board, which gave 
way too easily to the demands of. the 
shochetim. 


Mr. A. Wingate said the Board had 


been bedevilled by the overtime question, 
and he urged the adoption of their 
Minority Report, which advocated the 
abolition of overtime payment. The 
Board,: he added, should not be afraid 
of * this constant intimidation” that the 
cattle shochetim were going on strike. 
During further discussion, Mr. E. J. N. 
Nabarro, the Treasurer of the 
appealed to the Board not to be intimi- 
dated. by blackmail threats of a strike. 
The President proposed that the Board 
should approve and ratify the recommen-

THE BETH DIN 
VACANCIES 


Statement to United 
Synagogue Council 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A statement on the question of the 
Beth Din vacancies was made by Mr. 
Frank Samuel, when he presided over 
a meeting of the Council of the United 


- Synagogue at Woburn House, London, 


on Monday. | 

At the beginning of the meeting Mr. 
Samuel spoke of the deep grief with 
which they were filled at the passing 
of Dr. Weizmann. The members rose 
for one minute’s silent tribute to the 
memory of Dr. Weizmann. 

Mr. Samuel also referred to the very 
great loss which they of the United Syna- 
gogue and the whole community had 
suffered by the death of Mr. Otto Schiff, 
that very great friend of the refugees—a 
man of great heart and compassion. 

Mr. J. Mendel asked the Chairman 
‘q make a full statement in connection 
with the Beth Din vacancies and the 
unanimous resolution passed by the 
Council over a year ago calling for 
the appointments to be made. 


Discussions With Chief Rabbi 


Since the Chief Rabbi returned to this 
country last June, Mr. Samuel stated, 
the Hon. Officers had been in constant 
touch with him and had been actively 
pursuing various possibilities in order to 


‘enable them to be in a position to bring 


a report to the Council. There had been 
a number of lengthy interviews and much 
correspondence, and although he was not 
going to make any specific promise, it 


now looked as if they were getting very 


near to a position when they would be 
able to bring a report to the Council, 
In fact, they hoped to have a further 


discussion with the Chief. Rabbi at the. 


end of that Council meeting which, they 
hoped and, indeed, believed, would bring 
them to the end of their investigations. 

The Chairman told Mr. Mendel that 
it was the view of*the Hon. Officers that 
no good purpose was served by his 
repeated letters. to THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 
on this subject. It certainly betrayed the 
fact that Mr. Mendel had no confidence 
in the Hon. Officers. 

It must be apparent to all of them, 
added Mr. Samuel, that this matter was 
obviously one which was giving the Hon. 
Officers a very great deal of concern and 
anxiety. They would be the first, he 
thought, to have it in mind that this 
was an appointment of the very first 
importance and they could. not afford, if 
they could avoid it, to make a mistake. 

One could rush into these things and 
regret it for many years. They had 
certainly not rushed because of any desire 
to go slowly, but because the investiga- 
tion of the various possibilities of gentle- 
men to fill this office had taken a very 
long time and because it was obvious 
that there were not a very great many 
people who. were competent to fill it. 

The question was being followed very 
closely, and he hoped the’ matter would 
reach fruition very shortly, in which case 
they would call a-spectial meeting of the 


‘Council to put their proposals before 


them with a view to obtaining their 
ratificadion. 


Question of Salaries 


Mr. Mendel asked tbe Chairman 
whether, in view of the urgency of the 
matter, he would allow a short discussion. 

The Chairman said he hoped the 


Council would agree with him that this — 


was not the best way in which to pro- 
ceed with the matter. 

Mr. Mendel then asked whether it was 
or waS noi correct to say that the main 
reason for the appointments not being 
made had been the question of the 
salaries which had been offered. 

Mr. Samuel: ‘* The answer is in the 
negative.” 


The Council dealt with and adopted . 


the reports and recommendations of the 
Executive Committee, a number of which 
were moved by the Hon. Ewen E. S. 
Montagu, C.B.E., Q.C. (Joint ‘Vice- 
President, with Mr. Samuel, of the Coun- 
cil); the Burial Committee, moved by 
Mr. Sidney Spanjer, in the absence 
through indisposition of Mr. Maurice 
Hyams: the Building Committee, moved 
by Mr. I. W. Goldberg: the Welfare 
Committee, moved .by Mr. Sidney

Declaration was issued, and Mr. Winston 
Churchill, long-standing friend of Zionism 
and a warm admirer of its distinguished leader. 

**To Great Britain, his adopted country for 
many years, Dr. Weizmann gave of his ercat 
scientific talents and in her cause one of his 
sons gave his life. Throughout the gtr&ses and 
strains that developed in the partnership of 
Britain and the Jewish peopic, Dr. Weizmann 
retained his friendship for and his faith in this 
country, and nothing gave him greater pleasure 
than the restoration of mutual good will and 
regard between Britain and Israel. 

“In Dr. Chaim Weizmann we mourn a 
Prince in Israel who loved and was beloved 
by his people, a statesman of world renown, 
an orator who charmed and persuaded, and a 
scientist of high distinction. 

** We give thanks, in our sorrow, for the gift 
of his life to the Jewish people and to humanity, 
and for the inspiration of his example to genera- 
tions #0 come.” 


Professor Brodetsky, after pointing out 
that Dr. Weizmann’s Zionist leadership 
had affected the Board of Deputies on a 
number of occasions, said that the late 
President was the greatest figure in Jewish 
life; he was one of the outstanding 
figures in the world, The Weizmann era 
was a great chapter im.

We 
learned to try and copy his sympathy 
mixed with firmness and. above all, his 
inexhaustible and unruffled patience. 
Naturally, among those thousands of 
refugees there were good and bad. How 
exasperating some of them were, those 
who tried to exploit the situation. and 
those who seemed so ungrateful and 
unreliable.

SIR BENJAMIN DRAGE 


The death of Sir Benjamin Drage, 
founder of the Oxford Street house- 
furnishers and a pioneer of easy payment 
——. died in London on Saturday at 
the age of 74. 

Sir Benjamin was familiar to thou- 
sands of people throughout the country 
as “Mr. Drage” through the posters 
and other publicity which spread the 
fame of the firm whose chairman he was 
until. 1930. 

He was a munificent supporter of a 
variety of causes. To the Empire Market- 
ing Fund, in 1932, he began contribu- 
tions which finally totalled £36,000, for 
the maintenance and improvement of the 
Imperial Institute. He _ provided 
Christmas-day dinners for thousands of 
poor people in London and provincial 
cities between the last two wars. He was 
knighted in 1932 for services in connec- 
tion with the Imperial Institute and other 
public services. 

Sir Benjamin was one of the founders 
and a warden for many years, of the 
Golders Green Synagogue. Later he 
joined the West. London Synagogue, 
Upper Berkéley Street, and became a 
member of its Council. 


He is mourned by his wife, three 


daughters, and a son, | 

The Rev. I. Livincsrone. of the Gol- 
ders Green Synagogue writes: “It was 
Sir (then Mr.) Benjamin Drage who pre-

RELIEF FOR ARAB 
REFUGEES 
U.N. Works Agency’s 
Efforts 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


ANTHONY NUTTING, Foreign 
Under-Secretary, made a statement in 
the Commons last week on the posi- 
tion of the Arab refugees. 

He said that the first year of the 
three-year programme of the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees had ended. on 
June 30, 1952. 

The number of refugees receiving 
rauuons on that date was 881,673. only 
318 fewer than on July 1, 1951. During 
the year nearly 46,000 refugees had been 
removed from the ration lists for various 
reasons, including resettlement. But 
births and reinstatements almost entirely 
offset this reduction. 

Major T. Beamisu (Con,, Lewes) said 
the statement showed that very little pro- 
gress had been made during the past two 
years. Was there not some new inilia- 
tive which might be taken through the 
U.N. to try to solve this problem which 
was upsetting the security of the whole 
Middle East ? he asked. 

Mr. Nutting rephed that the real prob- 
lem was to get the co-operation of the 
Arab countries. That, I am glad to 


Say, we appear at long last to be doing.” | 


he added. ‘“ But this is, of course, a 
very long-term problem.” 

Mr. R. R. Stokes (Lab., Ipswich) 
referred the “very considerable 
increase in the fortuitous oil revenues ”’ 
now falling to some of the Arab Govern- 
ments, and asked if representations would 
he made to those Arab Governments that 
the relief of these poor Arabs. who were 
having such a terrible time, should be the 
first charge on those oil revenues. 

Mr. Nutting: “* We will certainly take 
note of your suggestion and do every- 
thing possible in this matter.” 

Replying to Mr. THomas Retp (Lab., 
Swindon), Mr. Nutting said that since 
the refugees left their homes Britain had 


given or offered a total of £13,100,000 
‘to the U.N. Relief for Palestine Refugees 


and the U.N. Relief and Works Agency. 
NEO-NAZISM IN GERMANY 


Mr. NuttinG told the Commons last 
week that he thought the German Federal 
Government had given full earnesi of 
its desire and intentions to prohibu Nazi 
organisations from  fre-6merging in 
Germany. 

He stated this after members had urged 
the Government to ensure that Nazism 
should not be allowed to gain a foothoid 
inn Germany again. 

Mr. Barnetrr Janner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) and Mr. Etwyn Jones (Lab... West 
Ham, S.), who was one of the. British 
prosecutors at .Nuremburg, raised the 
subject. 

Mr. Janner urged the Government to 
make representations to the German 
Federal Government at Bonn to prevent 
the formation of Nazi organisations and 
the propagating of Nazi doctrines. 

Mr. Jones said that, in view of the 
findings of the International military 
tribunal at Nuremburg that the S.S., 
including the Waffen: S.S., was a criminal 


organisation, representations should be 


made to the German Federal Govern- 
ment “ protesting against the. re-forming 
of S.S. groups and against meetings of 
such §.S. groups in. particular in the 
British zone.” 

Replying to Mr. Noer-Baker (Lab., 
Derby, .S.), Mr. Nutting said the Federal 
German Government were well aware 
that they had the full support of the 
Briiish Government, and the support. of 
the other present occupying Powers, in 
ithe action they were taking to ensure 
that democratic government returned and 
was maintained in Germany. 


BRITISH CARGO SHIP FOR 
| ISRAEL

The 10,000-ton British cargo ship, 


' the Sun Crest, which has been bought 


by the Zim Navigation Company, was 
formally taken over by the Israel 
company at Middlesbrough on Mon- 
day. The Israeli flag was first hoisted 
and then lowered to half mast in 
mourning for Dr. Weizmann.

MEMORIAL GATHERINGS FOR DR. WEIZMANN 
Embassy’s Synagogue Service in London 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A service in memory of President 
Weizmann, which was arranged by the 
Israeli Embassy, at the St. John's 
Wood Synagogue, Abbey Road, Lon- 
don, on Tuesday morning, was 
characterised by a_ simplicity and 
solemnity that greatly impressed the 
distinguished gathering who attended. 

The Queen was represented by the 
Earl of Scarborough, Lord Chamber- 
lain, The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the. Lord Chancellor, the Prime 
Minister, the Foreign and Home 
Secretaries, and other members of the 
Government were also represented. 

Those present included, besides the 
leading members of the Jewish com- 
munity, representatives of nearly every 
Embassy and Legation, and many mem- 
bers of the House of Lords and the 
House of Commons. The M.P.s included 
Mr. Clement Attlee, Leader of the Oppo- 
sition, Mr. Hugh Dalton, Mr. Clement 
Davies, Mr. Walter Elliot, Mr. Hector 
McNeil, and Mr. Emanuel Shinwell. The 
relatives of Dr. Weizmann who attended 
included Mrs. Benjamin Weizmann 
(daughter-in-law), and David Weizmann 
(grandson). 


Poignant Moment 
One of the most poignant moments 


of the service was when the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr. Eliahu Elath, put on 


his tallit to open the Ark for the El 


Molé Rachamim prayer, amid a silence 
that could almost be felt. 

The Chief Rabbi, who gave the address, 
confined himself to a few but very effec- 
tive sentences, which he preceded by a 
quotation from an address by Dr. Weiz- 
ideals which 
had animated the late President. 

Rabbi Brodie was assisted by the 
minister of the synagogue, the Rev. Dr. 
S. Goldman, and by the Reader of the 
synagogue, the Rev. M. E. Hertzberg, 
together with the synagogue choir. 

The very varied charactér of the con- 


gregation and the democratic way in- 


which the seats were allotted seemed to 
reflect the great love and esteem in which 
the late President was held by all classes 
of people. Two bearded Israelis. Mr. 
Benjamin Mintz, the Knesset Deputy 
Speaker, and Rabbi J. L. Maimon, former 
Minister of Religion, sat near the High 
Commissioner for India and the Korean 
and Haiti Ministers in London. 


Among the leading Jewish members of 


the congregation were the Haham, Lord 
Samuel, Lord Nathan, Mr. Leonard Stein 
(representing the Council of Christians 
and Jews), Professor S. Brodetsky, Dr.

ARAB STATES’ REPARATIONS PROTEST 
Manceuvre to Obtain Concessions 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


_ January is now regarded as the most 
likely time for the ratification by the 
Bundestag of the West German-lsrael: 
Reparations Agreement. The matter 
may, however, drag out until Feb- 
ruary while the Federal Government 
busies itself with the task of pacifying 
the Arab States, 

Meanwhile, the Israeli Purchasing 
Mission is already active. and prelimi- 
nary plans are being made for settling 
the delivery of goods over a longer 
period, West Berlin is to contribute 
one-sixth of the total, which should 
help to relieve its unemployment 
problem. 


Official German View 


Little doubt is now felt in German 
Government quarlers thatthe Arab States 


, will acquiesce in the delivery of German 


reparations goods to Israel, although only 
on condition that they. are granted a 
quid pro quo. \t is remarked in Bonn 
that throughout the six months of the 
German-Israeli negotiations the Arab 
League kept quiet and uttered no threats. 
Ifs campaign opened immediately the 
agreement had been signed. Even to 
the Germans, who have had no intimate 
experience of . Arab. psychology. this 
seemed 4 sure sign that the object of 
the whole. manceuvie was to. extract 
concessions. 

This suspicion has. now become a ‘cer- 
tainty. [The Germans, however. feel well 
able to turn the Situation to their own 
advantage. The latest Arab Note. sug- 
gests that commercial relations between 
Germany and the Arab world will be 
threatened by the expected ratification of 
the German-Isracli agreement—unless the 
federal Republic takes action. to com- 
pensate the Arabs. -In other words, the 
Arabs want more trade. with Germany, 


and are, therefore, threatening to cut off 
trade altogether, 

This Onental logic was at first puzzling 
to the Bonn Foreign Office, and even 
more so to the German industrialists, 
who became seriously worried about their 
export trade ; but now the Germans 
scem to appreciate the position. Trade 
missions are to be sent to all important 
Arab countries before January to see what 
can be done to meet the Arab wishes. 

From the strictly commercial point of 
view the chief obsiacle to an expansion 
of Germany's trade with the Middle East 
seems to be the German dollar shortage. 
Larger imports of oil and other materials 
from the Middle East must be paid for 
either in foreign currency—or by barter. 
The Germans apparently are once more 
thinking in terms of barter. This would 
enable them to take more goods from 
the Arab States, to save dollars, and to 
supply the Arab States with the machinery 
they are anxious to import. 


Payments. Problems 

Since the bulk of Germany's. present 
imports from the: Middle East consists 
of oil and oil products sold by British 
and American firms, and since these 
imports are paid for in dollars and 
sterling the suggestion that Germany 
might barter machinery for oil raises 
awkward payments problems. It would 
not be surprising to find the Germans 
and the Arabs getting together behind the 
backs of America and Britain in this 
matier, 

All in all, the German-Israeli Repara- 
tions Agreement seems -unlikely to do 
Germany's export trade any harm. It 
may even be a means of expanding it. 
That would be paradoxical, but. it seems 
to have been the real object of the Arab 
governments all along. A. trade. ‘war 
would hurt them more than it would Ger- 
many: and this argument 1s begmning to 
sink in. even in Arab nationalist quarters,

NeW YORK 

Senior.members of. the delegations 
at the United Nations Assembly and 
hundreds. of members of the U.N, 
Secretariat on Sunday attended Ortho- 
dox Jewish funeral services here fo 
Mr. Abraham Feller, Assistant ULN.

With their heads covered: in accord- 
ance with Jewish tradition. they. heard 
Dr. Ralph Bunche, the former United 
Nations Acting Mediator for: Palestine, 
pay tribule to Mr. Feller-for his pioncer- 
ing services to the cause of. world peace 
through the. Unicd Nations, 

Protest Demonstration 


Earlier this week Dr. Bunche endorsed 
a statement by Mr, Trygve Lic, the U.N. 
Secreiary-General, expressing imdignation 
al the implication by the MoeCarran 
investigating Commitiee that the United 
Nations siaff was anything but loyal in 
the highest degree to its’ duties in that 
world organisation, 

Six hundred congregants thronged the 
Riverside Chape! in Manhattan, and ove: 
1,000 people stood outside. Many dele- 
gates described the funeral services as, 
in reality, a protest demonstration agains! 
the smear campaign on the United 
Nations. Soviet and Arab representa- 
tives were conspicuous by the absence, 

Abraham H. Feller, who was aged 47, 
was born in New York and was a mem- 
ber of the Orthodox Jewish Community 
He one of America’s most dis- 
tinguished jurists who played a promin- 
ent part in the establishment of the 
United. Nations, He was the General 
Counsel of. the U.N. and since 1946 had 
been Director of its Legal Department. 
Mr. Trygve Lie, his close friend, earher 
this week paid tribuie to Mr. Fellers 
tireless endeavours on behalf of the U.N 
and in his defence of U.N. officials 
against the *’ indiscriminate smears and 
exaggerated charges” of the McCarran 
Investigating Committee. This, said Mr. 
Lic, had placed Mr. Feller under a ~ pro- 
longed and serious strain. 

Mr. Feller had occupied many mmpor 
tant Government positions in tae United 
States and was prominent projects 
connected with the New Deal.

CONDEMNED 


Rabbi Edgar's Warning

Phe Nationalists’ policy of 
Apartheid in, South: Africa was con- 
demned by Rabbi Leshe L. Edgar, 
Senior Minister ot the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, in his sermon at the syna- 
gogue, 28, St. John’s Wood Road, 
London, N.W.8, on Sunday.

Apartheid, Rabbi. Edgar said. that racial 


segregation. in South. Alrica meant

Danger to Peace 


The whole pohcy of Apartheid was an 
aflront te rehgious conscience,, he added. 
Aitempts to assert while supremacy with 
the creation of a slave society of coloured 
helots would ultimately bring catastrophe, 

“ Have we the right to interfere and 
io ~mobilise world Rabbi 
asked. Truly. religious people, he 
said. would not want to do anything to 
exacerbate that grievous situation. From 
the practical point of view it was idie to 
say that this was an imternal allair for 
South Africa. It was causing resentment 
by the coloured races throughout the 
world and was a danger to world peace,

Morality was not a domestic issue. There 
was an atiack here on the basic doctrine 
of religion and the basic principle of

REGULARLY, week ‘by week, the represen- 
tation of a book appears at the head of this 
column. During the coming week in particu- 
lar the readers of this paper are asked to 
direct their thoughts to the significance of 
the book in Jewish life. November 22 to 28 
has been designated as Jewish Book Week in 
the community, and the Jewish Book Council 
is to be warmly congratulated on launching 
this important celebration. 

In a letter directing that to-morrow shall 
be observed in all synagogues as Jewish Book 
Sabbath, the Curer Raps has given this 
scheme a splendid lead: “ The Jewish Book 
Council [he writes] was formed some years 
ago for the purpose of encouraging and 
reviving the ownership and study of Jewish 
literature in the Anglo-Jewish community. 

For a people whose principal distinction in 
the eyes of the world is its intimate associa- 
tion with ‘The Book,’ we have in recent 
times been sadly neglectful both of our 
responsibility towards Jewish literature and 
its creators, as well as of the spiritual and 


intellectual benefits of a devotion to the 


- printed word. It is for this reason that I 

have given my willing approval: and my 
- $ponsorship to the proposal by the Council 
to hold a Jewish Book Week. I trust that 


all synagogues will give their wholehearted | 


co-operation in this novel undertaking and 
that the spiritual and lay leaders of our 
congregations will take the initiative in its 
implementation.” Sermons on this theme by 
rabbis and ministers—and what a wealth of 
topics is suggested by the Bible and Prayer 
Book, by Jewish history and _ literature— 
should form an inspiring prelude to the 
week’s activities. And the preacher’s homi- 
letical moral will be appropriately reinforced 
if worshippers are given the opportunity of 
, immediately proceeding from the service to 
an exhibition of books in the synagogue hall. 
In all Hebrew and religion classes which 
meet on the following day, teachers have 
been asked to arrange that this subject shall 
form a central feature of the curriculum. 
At the same time it is expected that this 
movement should not be limited to the 
synagogue but should be widely extended 
throughout the community. 


Additional. to the meetings directly 


arranged by the Jewish Book Council, it is | 


hoped that clubs and organisations generally, 
both in London and the provinces, will see 
that their programmes include functions and 
features which are calculated to forward the 


Council’s work—viz., “to stimulate and to. 
encourage the reading of books on Judaism © 


and on every aspect of Jewish thought, life, 
history, and literature.” If all clubs and 
societies play their part, a great advance 
will have been made towards making the 
Jewish public conscious of the vital impor- 
tance of books. This is not intended to be 
a “highbrow ” project for the benefit only 
of scholars and intellectuals, but a popular 
movement that will céntribute to. the true 
delight and enjoyment of Jewish men, 
women, and children in every station of life. 
All aspects of social and family life should 
be brought\ within its beneficent influence. 
No Jewish institution or home should be 
without its library or shelf of Jewish books. 
As is shown by the Council's short classified 
book-list, splendid books in the English 
language and recently published in this 
country are easily obtainable in the most 
varied departments of Jewish life and 
thought. Standard classics and Hebrew and 
Yiddish books are likewise available in 
sufficiency. The activities of Anglo-Jewish 
authors and publishers, however, deserve 
wider encouragement and practical support 
from the public, which must be brought to 
realise what it stands to gain by buying 
and reading their works. 


it may perhaps be felt that present-day 
conditions are none too favoutable to the 
cause of books. Such modern inventions as 
the cinema, radio, and ‘television all offer 


some sort of substitute for the printed page, 


and enable even the least literate to claim 
some degree of culture. Tendencies of this 
kind have no doubt affected the course of 
the Jewish literary society movement, the 
history of which is discussed in one of the 
articles contained in the special Jewish Book 
Week Supplement issued with this number 
of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. While due 
account must be taken of the newer modes 
of expression, yet no generation in Jewry 
which neglects the basic importance of the 
book can hope to survive. The book retains 


a umigue significance as the everlasting 


emblem of the Jewish way of life. This 
traditional love of books derives from the 
pages of the Bible; and its imagery per- 
meates every category of Jewish thought, 
from the Divine Book of Life to the Golden 
Book of modern Zionism. Many cherished 
customs denote the sanctity which Jews 
attach to books, while the burning of books 
has been a characteristic of the enemies of 
Jewry in every age. Let Anglo-Jewry heed the 
message of the coming week : “ Books for the 
People of the SY Wa OME." 


“AUTHORITY ” 


IT is regrettably necessary to reply to the 
Curer Rassi’s criticism of THE JEWISH 


CHRONICLE, reported on page 7 of this issue. 
Rabbi Bropie, at a celebration held at the 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue last week, made 
it the occasion to utter some comments 
which have been carefully communicated 
to this paper, as, for good and sufficient 
reasons not connected with his speech, a 
press representative was not present. The 
CHIEF RABBI accused us of a “ distinct ten- 
dency to denigrate authority ’—the authority 
referred to being that of the Chief Rabbinate 


and the Beth Din, The basis of this accusa- 


tion seems to be the publication of some 
letters by correspondents critical of decisions 
by those religious authorities, although, in the 


absence of a full report, there may have been | 


other “ instances ” quoted. 


With every respect, we must bring to the 
CHIEF RABBI'S notice some matters which he 
appears to have overlooked. . The first is that 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has, from the time 
of his appointment to his high office, and 
before, strenuously and assiduously asserted 


the authority of the Chief Rabbinate, and 
consistently afforded it the support—and . 
A similar atti- 


publicity—which is its due. 
tude has just as consistently been adopted 
towards the Beth Din. But, secondly, that is 
not the whole of the duty of THe JEwisH 
CHRONICLE. Its obligations, from its nature, 
extend towards the whole of the Jewish com- 
munity, and such obligations compel it to act 
as a forum for all sections. Any community 
—just as any newsSpaper—with an indepen- 
dent and vigorous life and outlook must be 
allowed to criticise and dissent, when it thinks 
fit, from authority, otherwise authority will 
simply take on a dictatorial tinge and is in 
danger of ending up by asserting a claim to 
sacrosanctity and infallibility. And it is 
through the free and responsible press, in 
modern conditions, that people take the 
opportunity to express their dissent, or their 
grievances, knowing that the other side has 
equal facility to put its views. It is very 
strange doctrine which would deny this demo- 
cratic privilege. 


The letters to which Rabbi Bropie refers 
no doubt include those, from rabbis. and 
others, which challenged the, as we our- 
selves think, arbitrary ruling on the reten- 
tion of the Ashkenazi pronunciation of 
Hebrew in synagogue services and classes 
when the prevailing trend everywhere is 
towards the modern, Israeli, pronunciation. 
That, however—and the CHIEF RABBI and 
the Beth Din must know this—is only a 
superficial subject compared with the criti- 
cism, especially over Beth Din matters, that 
runs like a swift current through the com- 
munity to-day. Quite apart from the now 
notorious lack of “ man-power ” at the Beth 
Din, which the authorities concerned are 
taking an unconscionable and absurd length 
of time to bring up to strength, there are 
serious criticisms by very responsible mem- 
bers of the community about some of the 
proceedings and decisions of the Beth Din, 
at whose head is the CuHieEF RABBI. 


Let us examine how such criticism, by a 
wide circle of people, has arisen only 
recently, 
hitherto refrained from making out of 
deference to the position and prestige of the 
ecclesiastical authorities. Some would-be

by the local authority and the Ministry of 
Food for kasher catering purposes. No reply 
was received for some months, until the 


applicants engaged Jewish counsel to repre- 


sent them before the Beth Din, who sit as 
the advisory body in such cases. Although 
a full undertaking was given by and on 
behalf of the applicants that they would 
abide by any condition as to supervision that 
the Beth Din might see fit to impose, the 
application was refused. The Beth Din 1s 
under no obligation to give reasons for its 
decisions, but it appears from comments said 
to have been made by members of the court 
that they considered it “ extraordinary ” that 
an applicant should have been represented 
by counsel, and felt that this showed that 
the applicants had no faith in the merits 
of their own case. A further extraordinary 
feature is that the pleas of the applicants 
and their friends for a rehearing are refused 
apparently on the grounds that a Beth Din 
decision is unchallengeable and not to be 
criticised. A fresh application by a new 
applicant, who, it is understood, was willing 
to give every possible guarantee, and who is 
reputed to fulfil in his own person every 
possible Jewish Orthodox requirement as 


well as having long experience in the trade, — 


has, it appears, been refused even a hearing. 

If some of the uneasiness in the com- 
munity about which we have commented is 
to be allayed, it is necessary not only for 
justice to be done but also to be seen to be 
done. At this stage we are not concerned so 
much to argue the merits of the case men- 
tioned as to point out that if criticisms are 
to be made, then no one is immune, and that 


_ the best way of avoiding any possible “ deni- 


gration of authority” is for authority itself 
to consider whether it is doing all it can to 
maintain the confidence and respect among 
the community which is essential to it. 


ROYAL PATRONAGE 


WIDESPREAD gratification will be evoked 


by the announcement that Her Majesty THE

THE FREE CHURCH FEDERAL COUNCIL, and 
the CHIEF Rass. All sections of the 
Christian and Jewish communities through- 
out the country make up the membership, 
and there are a number of local branches in 
both London and the provinces. Last month 
the Council celebrated its tenth anniversary 
with a dinner at the Mansion House, where 
a distinguished assembly gathered at the 
invitation of the Lorp Mayor oF LONDON. 
On that occasion tribute was paid to the 
fine work performed by the Council in the 
promotion of toleration and mutual under- 
standing between the different religious 
It was rightly stressed that this work 
was not merely alleviative or remedial, but 
of an essentially positive and creative charac- 
ter. These sentiments were wholeheartedly 
endorsed by the many representative and 
eminent persons then assembled. Moreover, 


_ the speech of the HOME SECRETARY, together 


with the appreciative message which he con- 
veyed from the PRIME MINISTER, indicated 
the warm regard in which the Government 
and public authorities hold the Council’s 
activities.

In England, where, 
for twenty years, he raised up many disciples, 
his: first “Studies in Judaism” appeared, and 
the “ Aspects of Rabbinic Theology.” A Jewish 
humanist, his outstanding quality, says Norman 
Bentwich, was a lovable humanity. 

in 1882 Claude Montefiore had brought 


Schechter over from Berlin to London as his — 
tutor in Rabbinics. and later translated his first 


essay on “The Chassidim.” Schechter _ first 
inspired him to study Rabbinic teaching; Israel 
Abrahams later guided him: and afterwards he 
was assisted by Herbert Loewe. Although he 


_ rejected the Rabbinical rule, Claude Montefiore 


understood and loved Rabbinical teaching. This 
is manifest from “ A Rabbinic Anthology,” in 
the making of which he and Herbert Loewe 
collaborated for seven years. A magnificent 
volume and a worthy memorial. 

Those who came under the spell of. Israel 
Abrahams-—who ‘received the tradition from 
Schechter and succeeded him at Cambridge— 
can never forget. “Jewish Life in the Middle 
Ages ” remains a revelation. “ Festival Studies ” 
is a collection of gems. The essence of his 


thought is distilled i those four fragrant lec- 


tures, “Some Permanent Values in Judaism.” 
Not past origins matter, but present values. 
“TAs” heart was in Jewish tradition. 
Reading upon “The Permanent Value of the 
Talmud” cannot be excelled.

THE JEWISH WRITER: A PERSONAL NOTE ~ 


By ROBERT HENRIQUES 


AM not equipped to discuss The Jewish 
Writer academically, or even objectively 
from any aspect such as the hisiorical, 
the psychological, or even the critical ; I can 
read no languages other than English and a 
little French ; and so these observations are 
governed exclusively by personal experience 
and bias, and they concern only the kind of 
person that I think | am myself. On my 
own terms I call myself a Jewish writer: a 
Jew who declines either to emigrate to Israel 
Or assimilate elsewhere, writing in English 
for European and American readers, a very 
small proportion of whom are Jewish. 
We are not so negligible a class as might be 
thought. We range from Isaiah Berlin tower- 


ing at the top, down through Arthur Koestler 


(only a slightly lesser peak), on down through 
quite a few serious novelists like Irwin Shaw, 
to many dozens or scores of mainly popular 
or hack writers in Britain and the United States. 
What, if anything, distinguishes us from other 
writers of similar popularity. and merit who 


not Jewish ? 


We need not be concerned with the obvious 
cases. When any of us is writing about a 
Jewish problem, a Jewish scene, or Jewish 
characters, we hope. to do.so with enough con- 
viction to leave no one in much doubt that 
we are Jews ourselves. It 1s when we are 
writing about totally non-Jewish subjects that 
the test becomes interesting. Are our roots 
thrust down into a writer's subsoil of a peculiar 
composition that gives their fruit a perceptibly 
Jewish flavour ? 

This is so far from being a rhetorical ques- 
tion that | am not prepared to answer it one 


' way or the other. To make it easier, we might 


confine it to the kind of writer who is more 
of an artist than a tradesman, and we might 
examine what he is trying to do, and why, 
and how, 


I suggest that every artist is, fundamentally, 
trving to communicate to others his view. of 
the human situation, or perhaps of human 
ecology. Ecology is a mainly. agricultural 
science concerned with the relationship of an’ 
organism to its fellow-organisms:and to. its 
environment: for instance, the relationships of 
the various grasses and clevers in a pasture to 
each other, to the soil, to the climate. and to the 
grazing beast. The modern artist, then, would 
be trying to communicate his view of the rela- 
tions of humans to each other, to society which 
governs them ever more. implacably as the 
State develops in complexity, to natural forces 
which govern them ever less. perceptibly. as 
science advances, and to supernatural forces 
which often seem to be dependent on the indi- 
vidual’s own recognition and acceptance. That 
is the substance of what the artist is trying to 
communicate: his view of the human situation ; 
human ecology. 

Why is he trying to do so? = Because it is his 
trade, his livelihood, his vocation, and because 
(as Elizabeth Bowen said of herself) the writer 
is fully conscious only when he is trying to 
write. If there is any other primary reason 
for trying to communicate, then the communica- 
tion is more propaganda than art. 

And how is he trying to communicate? By 
almost any kind of writing you like, provided 
it is not primarily propaganda. The writer's 
view of human ecology is conveyed in poetry, 
fiction, drama, history, biography. and criticism. 
And the queer thing about this “ view” is that 
the writer is often unable to define it for him- 
self. Rarely is he wholly conscious of the 
vision which ultimately and. subtly governs his 
work. | 

There ‘is another, still queerer characteristic 
of this “view.” It is formed very early in a 
writer's life. and it usually remains unchanged 
until his literary death. The case of Thomas 
Hardy is a very clear one. As Lord David 
Cecil says, Hardy saw the human situation as 
“a struggle between man on the one hand. and, 
‘on the other, an omnipotent and indifferent

Writers who seem able to change evervthing 
else—their way of life, their religious faith, 
their whole philosophy—seem to be equipped, 
almost from birth, with a view of the human 
situation which is inflexibly shaped. Evelyn 
Waugh travels trom Brideshead” to the fourth 
century and back to 1940, but his * Vile Bodies ” 
are philosophically unaltered from start to 
finish. At “The End of the Affair.” Graham 
Greene js no more or less of a fugitive than in 
the first paragraph of “ The Man Within.” Let 
every reader tr) this test on the writer of his 
choice ! 

If this be true, then how is this “ writer's 
view ” formed, and by what forces? It might 


be partly hereditary, like. some temperamental 


characteristics : jt is obviously much. affected 
by environment: it is surely a product of the 
writer's character, of the character of the com- 
munity in which he {s reared.‘and of his per- 
sonal reiationship to that community. In. this 
case, the “view”. of a Jewish writer must 
surely, In some respect or oiher, be peculiariy 
Jewish 

If so, it might be a strange concoction. There 
could be elements of the spiritual fortress of 
the ghetto, of the tragic illusion of escape into 
assimilation, and of the constant consciousness 
of “ being different.” And tt might conceivably 
have an element drawn from. a level deeper 
than any of that, by roots going even deeper 
than we are apt to suspect. 

I have said that this is a personal note asking 
a personal question to which I do not know the 
answer. Nevertheless, there are answers which: 
are felt rather than formulated, which have a 
source unrelated to reason, which are inexpres- 
sible in words, and which seem rather to be 
blown by a. wind with the sands of the desert. 
To me, by far the greatest of all miracles i¢ 
the sheer poetry of the Hebrew Prophets. 
Despite all the contrary explanations of clever 
men, it remains for firmly miraculous. 
Poetry conveys truth that. cannot be otherwise 


expressed: that 1s why poetry exists. Perhaps 


the roots of. 4 Jew are sometimés throst down 
into a most ancient, poetic kind of truth from 
which a flavour. peculiarly Jewish, is sometimes 


perceptible in the fruit. That is a purely per-

London Its 
Yiddishists 


By MAX FINE 


| HE first half of this century, 
especially the earlier years, 


witnessed a great flowering of 
Yiddish literature; but, although 
there were many literary giants who 
migrated from “the old home,” 
none of them settled in this country. 
Sholem Aleichem was forthright in 
his dislike of London, and other 
giants, though not so outspoken 
publicly, kept their distance. 
Beyond doubt, London Yiddish 
literary life js quixotic. There are 
two main reasons for this: the absence 
of a properly organised book-publish- 
ing trade, and the absence of any 


corpus of serious literary criticism. 
Yiddish literature is for Yiddish 


readers everywhere, and, until we have > 


a British publisher prepared to spon- 
sor Yiddish books in conjunction with 
publishers of Yiddish in all parts of 
the world where there are sizeable 
Yiddish communities, there will be no 
future for our indigenous and indigent 
writers. The present tide of privately 
published work flows into the void 
ahd profits nobody but the printer. 
Writers cannot survive by taking in 
their own laundry. 

As for criticism, London had an 


- outstanding critic in Leo Koenig, who 


combined a strong Jewish nationalist 
literary feeling with a wide European 
culture, but his local influence was 
not as effective as it should have been, 
and he ts now in Israel. Besides, the 


absence of competing London Yiddish - 


journals. stultifies criticism, and only 
international publication can now 
expose our writers to the stimulating 
light and ventilation of the open 
literary market. 


Three Main Periods 


London Yiddish writing falls into 
three main pefiods. The first, lively 
and journalistic in the best 
reached its peak during the pre-1914 
immigration from Tsarist persecution. 

large variety of newspapers and 
periodicals catered for every shade of 


thought from anarchism to extreme 


Orthodoxy (while I was still lisping 
my aleph-beth I was laughing at 
Yiddish “ comics”). Nearly all the 
literary work of the time appeared in 
these journals, and most of it has 
been buried in their files. L. S. 
Creditor, whose style is very reminis- 
cent of Peretz and Mendele, and 
Ben-A. Sochachewsky. the most 
prolific of our London writers, have 
written uninterruptedly since those 
early days. | 

The First World War halted immi- 
gration, and the decline of Yiddish 
began, imperceptibly at first. With 
the exception of the JewisH TIMES 
(Ze1T), all the Yiddish journals faded 
gradually from the scene, and some 
of our best writers left England. 
During this second period there began 
the trickle of privately published 
books, until the third period was 
inaugurated by a new type of immi- 
grant driven hither by the growing 
Nazi and East European antisemitism. 


- This last period continues to this day. 


A. Orzhitzer’s European

It is an attempt to 
paint on a big canvas our life and the 
life of people we know and scenes in 


which we lived, so that it can rise to. 


be a picture of our time and our con- 
temporaries and our contemporary 
problems. | do not know when English 
Jews began to paint Anglo-Jewish life 
in the form of the novel. The novel 
in its modern form did not exist before 
the eighteenth century. By that time 
there was a considerable Jewish life 
in England. 

Cecil Roth speaks of Maria Polack 
as the first Anglo-Jewish novelist. I 
do not know her work.

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IN MY LIBRARY 


By Dr. O. K. RABINOWICZ 


Tis as difficult to write about my 
library as it is for a father to 
write about the life and growth 

of his child. I have lived with my 
books since I can remember, and 
the first little book in my collection 
—still proudly in my possession— 
is the Hebrew Primer with the big 
literas of the Aleph Bet, which | 
began to decipher at the age of 
three. My conscientious collecting 
of books dates from the days of my 
Barmitzvah. I had such a great 
number of volumes on so diverse a 
number of subjects given to me that 
1 decided there and then not to 
spread my interests over too wide a 
range in future, but to concentrate 
on only a few definite subjects. 

As time went on and my interests: 
changed, it became difficult to adhere 
to the decisions and ideas of the Bar- 
mitzvah boy. But since then I have 
never given up the principle of col- 
lecting books in distinctly defined 
directions only. The various sections 
in my library clearly show this, and 
simultaneously betray my own 
spiritual development : from Bible and 
Talmud to philosophy and _ history. 


Subsidiary Sections 


These sections are the backbone. of 
my collection. Of course, this does ‘not 
mean that I do not permit myself to 
deviate. Unavoidably | branched out 
from these pivotal points into various 
other fields, and in subsequent years 
have developed specialised Biblical 
and Talmudical 
instance, on medicine, law, customs), 
as well as Geonica, . Rabbinica, 
Cabbala, Chassidism, etc. But all these 
subdivisions, incorporated in. the 
primary departments, were never per- 
mitted to develop into independent 
sections in my library. 


My general spiritual outlook taught | 


me. that neither the teachings of our 


Rabbis, nor history nor philosophy. 


constitute an aim in themselves, but 
were destined to be applied to our 


daily life and problems and that only 


in this application does their intrinsic 
value lie. This naturally brought me 


to the development of an additional 


important department in my library : 
modern Jewish affairs, including anti- 
semitism, Zionism, and the spiritual 
trends in Jewry of to-day as well as 
in the world around us.

It has very often happened 
that, having been misled by a book 
tile or by an author, after reading 
the book I have found it unworthy to 
“joi my ranks.” Building up and 
developing my library in accordance 
with my own design and taste, | 
think that I bestow honour upon an 
author if I pass him for “ member- 
ship ” on my shelves, This process of 
careful selection is never based on the 
limitation of space—although this gets 
dangerously scarcer every day. It is 
my deep respect for the great men and 
thinkers assembled in my library that 
largely influences my decision of 
retention or elimination, which | 
never take lightheartedly. This selec- 
liveness is of great importance to a 
collector, as it helps to create what I 
would term the “avira de-Sifria” (if 


‘I may paraphrase a Talmudic word), 


the “library atmosphere,” without. 
which no true library deserves to be 
named as such. 


Inspiring—and Humbling 

There 1s nothing more inspiring,: 
nothing more humbling, than to walk 
by the shelves in a library and silently 
“converse” with one’s friends, the 
Here they stand, ready to. 
serve learning and scholarship, and 
willing to forget the feuds which they

As a collector; I am fascinated by 
another aspect also. In practice I have 
found the old saying of ‘Terentianus 
Maurus confirmed, Habent sua fata 
libelli—books, too, have their fate. 
There is. a “history.” attached to 
many of my books, which in most 
cases is based on the peculiar place 
as well as the method of acquisition. 
[fo me there seems to be nothing at 
all exciting or sublime in stepping into 
a bookshop and buying a book. But 
to be on the look-out fof the * catch.” 
for the “ bargain,” and finally to get 
hold of a book, which one has been 
looking. for for years, in the most 
unbelievable -place and under the 
Strangest conditions—that is a. thrill

The Revised Version Revised 
By the Rey. Dr. A. COHEN 


HE way of the Bible trans- 
lator is hard. Jerome, the 
Church Father of the fourth 
century, dissatisfied with — the 
inaccurate Latin translation current 
in his day, spent laborious years on 
the production of the Vulgate, 
which became the accepted version 


of the Catholic Church. At first it. 


aroused fierce opposition. Augustine 


informed him that in an African > 


church where the Bishop had used 
it the Lesson was the last chapter 
of Jonah, and when the congrega- 
tion heard the word for “ivy” sub- 
stituted for “ gourd,” they shouted 
in protest. Stung to fury by his 
ignorant critics, Jerome retorted by 
calling them bipedes aselli, “ two- 
legged asses.” 


William Tyndale. a pioneer of 
English translators, made bitter 
enemies by his version, which 


eventually cost him his life. Even the 
King James Version of 1611 failed to 
receive general acceptance in spite of 
its obvious superiority over its pre- 
decessors: but the incomparable 
beauty of its language caused it to 
prevail and it became established as 
the Authorised Version for the 
English-speaking. world. 

When the Revised Version appeared 
in 1885 it met with a mixed reception. 
Notwithstanding its greater accuracy 


as a rendering of the original. it was 


contrasted unfavourably with — the 
Authorised Version by the British 
public. They missed the musical 


eadence of its language and particu- 
larly many phrases which had become 
part of their speech. 

In the United States, Christian 
scholars who had collaborated in the 
task held that the revision. had not 
been sufficiently thorough, and in 1905 
they. issued the “ American’ Standard 
Version.” The copyright was acquired 
in 1928 by the International Counct! 
of Religious Education, and this body 
felt the need. for a new translation 
which would combine “ those qualities 
which have given to the King James 
Version a supreme place in English 
literature” with “the best results of 
modern scholarship as to the meaning 
of the Scriptures.” 

An Advisory Board of SO repre- 
sentatives of 40 denominations in 
America was set up in 1937. which 
appointed 32 scholars as a Committee 
of Translators. Their “ Revised Stan- 
dard Version” of the New Testament 
was issued in 1946 and that of the 
Old Testament in 1951. 
work has now been made available in 
this country.” and the Old Testament 
is about to be published separately.

old man sells paper, not books. You 
must buy the paper as it lies in the 
pile. One crown per kilo. Diplo- 
macy therefore sets in; and on that 
particular occasion I was able to get 
away with the three volumes of 
“Flayn Josephi  Hebraei Opera 
Omnia” in an excellent Greek and 
Latin edition. Together with the heap 
of paper which | had to buy, they 


_ weighed seven kilos. One shilling was 


the final bargain price. 

There are many, many more such 
stories of my “ book-excursions” in 
Europe and overseas. But all these 
lucky and strange incidents cannot 
compare with the most important one 
in the history of my library—its rescue 
while Hitler was already in occupa- 
tion in Prague, and its transfer to 
London. 

As I have pointed out, I do not 
collect books out of a collecting 
mania. My library is for use in my 
studies and my work. It was created 
for that purpose, and centred on my 
spiritual interests, The library testi- 
fies to the diversity of these interests. 
Only thus is it comprehensible that, 
for mstance, I was able to write a book 
on Shechita, another on the history 
of the Jews in a small Moravian town- 
let, and another on Zionism, and all 
the literature referred to 1in_ these 
books is in my library. This makes 
it understandable why I am 80 par- 
ticular in my selection of subjects as 
well as authors. On the other hand, 


‘it also makes it understandable why I 


refuse to answer when I am asked by 
friends or visitors to poimt to. the 
“most. important” book in my 
library. Degrees of importance is a 
term which I have excluded from my 
collection. My books form = an 
entirety in which each volume plays 
its distinctive role: at a given moment 
and for a given purpose ; it is a réle 
analogous to its author when he was 
sull alive. And in my library all my 
books seem alive, whom one can con- 
sult, with whom one can converse, 
with whom one can agree or disagree. 
I do not know whether Milton was a 
bibliophile, but he came very near to 
this meaning of books when he said: 

‘ Books are not absolutely dead things but 
do contain a progeny of life in them to be 
as active as that soul was whose progeny they 
are ; nay, they do preserve as a vial the purest 
efficacy and extraction of that living intellect 
that bred them.” 


Essence of Existence 

It is this living symbol which seems 
to me to be so important, especially 
in regard to Jewish books and Jewish 
book collections. For in our history 
it was the book. which derived tits 
strength from the undiscovered depths 
of our people, and in return our 
people drew from it the essence of 
their existence, their spiritual activity, 
and their philosophy of life. , 

In the centre of my library stands 
the Book of Books, that little volume 
to which the rest of my library con- 
stitutes one vast humble and devoted 
commentary. And if it is true that 
the Bible is the soul of our people, it 
is equally true that we are the body 
Bible. To’ penetrate to the 
soul’s depths, to discover the forces 
inherent in us, the potentialities which 
we can convert into realities—the path 
to this leads through. the Jewish 
library.

THE LITERARY SOCIETY MOVEMENT 


By HUGH HARRIS 


FRESH chapter in the record 

of Anglo - Jewish literary 

endeavour is now being 
inaugurated by the Jewish Book 
Council. While the Council 1s only 
beginning its work, at the same time 
it can carry forward traditions that 
have already become an integral 
part of our communal life. It 
happens to be just half a century 
since the foundation of the now 
defunct Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies, which once exerted a 
widespread influence upon the 
community’s cultural development. 
Again we seek refreshment of soul 
by drawing upon the perennial 
springs of Jewish inspiration. 


Traditional Attachment 


This Jewish attachment to litera- 
ture originated in the traditional 
activities of the Beth Hamidrash, and 


it was not until nearly two centuries. 


after the Resettlement that the desira- 
bility of expanding these activities 
became apparent. Additional to purely 
theological studies under rabbinic 
direction there gradually grew up a 
demand for the organisation of cul- 
tural activities for the general English- 
speaking laity. The early history of 
this movement, however, was very 
chequered. ‘In 1830 the Society for 
the Cultivation of the Hebrew 
Language and Literature was founded 
by a small group of Literary enthusi- 
asts, but it barely survived two years. 
Among the indications of another and 
broader awakening was the establish- 
ment in 1841 of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, which throughout — its 
existence has given ardent support to 
the encouragement of books and 
literature. In 1842 was founded the 
Association for the Promotion of 
Jewish Literature, which three years 


- later developed into a project of wider 


scope, the Jews’ and General Literary 
and Scientific Institution. This was 
the first Jewish literary institution in 


London, and it was housed—on the | 


site of the former New Synagogue in 
Leadenhall Street—at Sussex Hall, so 
named in honour of the Duke of 
Sussex, a son of George HI and a 
patron of Jewish and Semitic studies. 


From 1845 to 1860 it maintained a 


library and lecture hall, together with 
a network of popular literary 
activities. 


The Real Parent 


Some learned societies of a more 
specialist. or technical character had 
enly a very brief existence, among 
them being the Hebrew Antiquarian 
Society (founded 1851) and the Society 
of Hebrew Literature (founded 1870). 
The Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibi- 
tion of 1887 led to the founding in 


1893 of the Jewish Historical Society, . 


which will next year celebrate its 
diamond jubilee, but this Society's 
achievements have necessarily 
limited to its own specialised field. 
In a broader sphere the real parent 
of the Jewish Literary Society move- 
ment was the Jews’ College Literary 
Society, which catered for a wide 
public from 1881 onwards. The 
Jewish Study Society, founded in 1899 
under the influence of the American 
Chautauqua movement, was another 
pioneer body. | 

Nine Metropolitan societies sent 
representatives in March, 1901, to a 


been 


Conference of London Jewish Literary 
Societies. Most of these societies 
were of recent growth and composed 
of young people, -and the criterion of 
eligibility was the holding of at least 
one literary meeting Om an average 
per month. Subsequently this Confer- 
ence decided to seek association aiso 
with the increasing number of pro- 
vincial societies. Thus, on June 29, 
1902, a conference at Jews’ College, 
attended by representatives of 24 
societies—over half of them in the 
provinces—decided to form the Union 
of Jewish Literary Societies. 

The six numbers of the “ Jewish 
Literary Annual,” which the Un.on 
issued from 1903 to 1908, show the 
Ufiion’s remarkable growth. In the 
latter year it comprised 46 con- 
stituent societies and developed into a 
powerful and influential organisation. 
l.ater, however, the Union and most of 
its constituents declined. Thus, at. its 
2Sth anniversary meeting in 1927, the 
President of the Hampstead Jewish 
Literary Society confessed: “If the 
literary society had not flourished in 
Hampstead, it was because it had been 
instituted not to meet a want but to 
create one, and they had to fight 
against the competition of bridge, 
dancing. golf, and motoring.” Yet 
it should. be added that the Hampstead 
Society remains one of the compara- 
tively few which have survived for 
half a century or more. A _ veteran 
among them is the Birmingham Jewish 
Literary and Arts Society, which was 
founded in 1889. 

it was no doubt the gradual decline 
of the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies which led to the establish- 


philanthropic activities. 


ment in 1927 of the Federation of 
Northern Jewish Literary Societies 
with headquarters in Manchester. 
Although neither the Uncon nor the 
Federation survived the Second World 
War, yet Anglo-Jewish literary activi- 
ties of every kind and description— 
ranging from summer schools to 
brains trusts—are now immeasurably 
more widespread than they were half 
a century ago. In 1902 the literary 
work of Zionist societies had hardly 
begun, although these societies 
have since made the predominant 
contribution towards a literary renais- 
sance. Another fundamental change 
is that economic, social, and cultural 
developments in Britain during the 
past half-century have militated against 
the existence of. literary societies 
per se. 


Change of Climate 


This change of climate is reflected, 
for example, in the objectives of the 
Federation of Jewish Youth Societies, 


‘which was founded in Manchester in 


1944 “to co-ordinate all societies 
which generally comprise the Jewish 
Literary Society movement through- 
out the country.” Yet its aims were 
more specifically defined as being “to 
promote Jewish literary, cultural, 
dramatic, social, musical, Zionist, 
educational, athletic, religious, and 
Any youth 
society having as part of its . pro- 
gramme all or any of these activities 
is eligible for membership of the 
Federation.” In this admirably com- 
prehensive programme. jit will be 
noticed that literary activities certainly 


enjoy no “splendid isolation.” The. 
Jewish Book Council 


therefore fills 
a very real need in again focusing 
attention upon a vital aspect of 
Anglo-Jewish life. [COPYRIGHT

In making this version in modern 
English, the American translators did 
not follow the example of Moffatt, 
who paraphrased the Hebrew and 
Greek texts; and, unlike the Jewish 


scholars who produced the American — 
- Jewish Translation, they abandoned 


the archaic grammatical forms of the 
older English renderings. One exampte 
will illustrate the difference. In the 
Revised and American Jewish versions 
Isaiah 1, 3, reads: “ The ox knoweth 


his owner. and the ass his masters 


crib: but Israel doth not know, My 
people doth not consider.” In the 
new version it reads: “ The ox knows 
its owner, and the ass its master’s 
crib; but Israel does not know, My 
people does not understand.” On the 
same principle, “ you” replaces both 
“ve” and “thou,” but the latter is 
retained in addresses to God. 
Opinions will differ on. the propriety 
of this change. Some will sentimen- 
tally prefer the old-world sound of 


Elizabethan English which is so 


exquisitely enshrined in the British 
versions. On the other hand, there is 
advantage in a_ translation which 
speaks the language of its readers. It 
tends to obviate the association of the 
Bible only with the ritual of a place 
of worship, and brings it into closer 
rélationship with the daily life of the 
people. 

During the past half-century enor- 
mous advances have been made in a 
more exact knowledge of the vocabu- 
lary of Biblical Hebrew and New 
Testament Greek. A mass of new 
manuscript material has been dis- 
covered in that period, the Dead Sea 
Scrolls being the most recent in con- 


nection with the Hebrew Scriptures. 
Documents in Oriental languages, 
previously unknown, have come to 
light and have been deciphered, which 
provide elucidation in the study of 
Hebrew lexicography. All this Be 
material has been drawn upon = to 


- yield the most accurate rendering pos- 


sible in agreement with modern 
scholarship. 

A difficulty inherent in the trans- 
lation of the Bible is due to the fact 
that it is the source of religious dogma 
and rite. 
scholarship and theology sometimes 
conflict in the field of exegesis. A 
notable example is the noun almah in 
Isaiah vii, 14. The lexicographer can 
only define it as “ young woman ” and 
it SO appears in this new version, but 
the footnote dictated by theology is 
inserted “or, virgin.” Exception has 


been taken in some quarters to the 


removal of “virgin” from the text. 
On the Jewish side an instance occurs 
in Leviticus 15, where the 
English versions understand shabbat in 
its literal sense, while Jewish transla- 


_tions have “day of rest’’—v.e., the 


first day of Passover, in accordance 


with ancient interpretation and 
practice, 
Notwithstanding the conservatism 


which induces a reluctance to accept 


a substitute for something that is. 


deeply cherished, the “ Revised Stan- 
dard Version” is important 
advance in Bible translation which 
deserves to welcomed. It 
undoubtedly makes the reading of the 


Scriptures more intelligible and it is — 


excellently printed and produced.

Hitler: A Study in Tyranny. By 
ALAN BULLOCK, Udnams, 25S.

Has the time come for an historian 
to write such a book as this? Are 
we not still too close to the period to 
be able to judge, uncoloured by 
emotions? Alan Bullock tries to 
answer this question. Never before, 
he writes, has so much documentary 
material been available as early as 
now. He may be right; but docu- 
ments are not everything. One may 
know the facts, or nearly all of them, 
and still grope in the dark. Which of 
the happenings will—in the long run— 
be seen as merely incidental, requiring 
4 short paragraph or only a footnote, 
which will prove to have had historical 
consequences of great import? Bullock, 
naturally, takes note of Hitler’s fanati- 
cal hatred of the Jews, which never 
left him up to the very hour of his 
death : he writes movingly of the mass 
extermination, but he treats the matter 
as an incident, illustrating the mind 
of the tyrant, but not as one of the 
basic points of Hitlerism. Bullock 
refers to concentration camps, to terror 
and torture, but again only incident- 


ally; only marginally he mentions 


Hitler's intense interest in building 
and architecture. History may prove 
him right. But it is too early to 
decide, We cannot say yet whether 
the balance in Bullock’s portrait is 
right, or whether he overstressed his- 
torical incidents and under-emphasised 
events which at this time may appear 
ripples on the surface but eventually 
may influence the fate of our world. 

However, that does not affect the 
value of the book as an historical study 
in tyranny in the twentieth century. It 
is One of the rare books which com- 
bine scholarly research (every state- 
ment is documented) with brilliant 
writing. 

Satanic Power 

Hitler's intuition, of which he later 

boasted so loudly, helped him to carry 


his propaganda to the utmost limits, 
not only with the masses, but with 


individuals too. Even foreign statesmen 


of great intelligence were caught by 
Hitler’s skill in treating people. While 
at the beginning Hitler may have 
wished to use his propagandist genius 
for certain half-digested ideals, later 
it served only one purpose : power ‘for 
himself and then more power. He 
talked of Germany, of the National 
Socialist Party, but he did not care 
for either, if it did not serve his per- 
sonal power. When his edifice col- 
lapsed at the end, he was.ready to 
destroy everything, Germany, his 
party, his army, for they had farled 
him and thus were worthless. The 
~ great patriot” revealed himself as the 
greatest egotist. No moral force sus- 
tained Hitler, his revolution was not 
based on an idea, His uncanny gifts 
in the field of propaganda, tactics 
‘political and military), and. strategy 
led nowhere. 

There is little to quarrel with in this 
Overall picture. drawn Bullock, 
althouch, as stated before, it is ques- 
lionable whether the balance is correct 
in all points. However, the full under- 
standing of the satanic phenomenon 
Which was Hitler, requires. not only 
4 brilliant historian but an equally 
brilliant: psychologist; Bullock treats 

itler as an historical personage—how- 
ever unpleasant—not at the same time 
48 a pathological case. Can Hitler's 
insane hatred of the Jews be regarded 
a8 the action of an historical figure 
only ? Would a sane person have spent 
his time deciding on the murder of 
Jewish women and children when. the 

eich was collapsing around him ? 
Here, and in numerous other matters, 
only the psychologist or alienist can 
Provide the answer. Here are the 
limits of Buliock’s book which, as an

HISTORIOGRAPHER in 
Search of new ideas for a text- 
book of Jewish history might 
well try to reconstruct the story of 
the Jews according to the languages 
which they spoke or employed in 
their literature, rather than by way 
of geographical distribution. The 
two did not always coincide, and 
the fact that even to-day a rabbinic 
discourse in a European synagogue 
is given largely in Aramaic provides 
Only one example of the kind of 
speculation which history of. this 
kind might make possible. 


Influence of Russian Language 


In modern times we have had, 
even in comparatively recent years, 
a number of languages which were 
employed as a medium for Jewish 
literature and Jewish communal 
life and which are to-day used no 
more. The Russian language is an 
outstanding modern example. At 
the end of the nineteenth century 
and during the first two decades of 
this century there developed an 
entire literature of Jewish interest 
in the Russian language. The story 
of the rise, growth, and ultimate 
decline of Jewish literature in the 
Russian language is the story of 
modern Russian Jewry. 

During the period between the 
wars, when a number of small 
Central and East European nations 
began an intensive development of 
their national cultures, Jews gradu- 
ally adapted themselves to their new 
conditions, and this had an effect 
upon the medium employed in com- 
munal life. On official occasions, 
such as 
Lithuania or Latvia, synagogue ser- 
mons would be delivered in the 
language Of the country; perhaps,

too, the prayer for the President 


and the Government. 

Jewish children attending Govern- 
ment schools were taught Scripture in 
the language of the country. Gradually 
a literature began to develop in the 
religious as well as in the secular 
sphere. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the Jewish Prayer Book was 
ever completely translated into the 
languages of Lithuania and Latvia, 
though big Jewish communities existed 
in both those countries. 

In more recent years a new Jewish 
literature, in the Spanish language, 
has developed in South America. 
With the large Jewish population in 
the South American countries this 
literature has a great future. 

The entire process is indicative of 
the chequered fortunes of the Jewish 
people. Communities and their 
literatures disappear. New ones arise 
and new media begin to develop. 
Before Hitler destroyed Dutch Jewry 
much Jewish literature was published 


‘in the Dutch language ; to-day there 


is very little. 


Offspring of Dutch 


One thinks particularly of this com- 
munity in connection with the main 
subject of this article—the develop- 
ment of a Jewish literature: in the 
Afrikaans language. Afrikaans is an 
offspring of the Dutch language. The 
early Afrikaans, employed 100 years 
ago, was nothing more than a “ broken 
Dutch.” Eighty years ago there were 
only a handful of books in Afrikaans, 
and the language of the first edition 
of the Afrikaans Bible which appeared 
at that time hardly resembled the 
modern Afrikaans emploved to-day. 

One may well say that, as a litera- 
ture of the masses. Afrikaans is about 
forty years old. Only about a dozen 
books annually were published in 
Afrikaans in the years following the 
Act of Union; by 1937 the entire 
Afrikaans literature consisted only of 
3.000 books. With the growth of the 
Nationalist movement among. the 
Afrikaners, however, and as a result 


of the maintenance of complete 
equality between English and 
Afrikaans in public life and in the 
educational system of South Africa, 
the literature grew, and an Afrikaans 
best-seller may to-day enjoy a circula- 
tion of 20,000. 

From the earliest days of Jewish 
settlement in South Africa individual 
Jews were associated with the rise of 
Afrikaans literature. Dutch settlers, 
Jews and non-Jews, found it natural 
to drift into the new “ jargon.” Later 
came the Yiddish-speaking immigrants 
from Eastern Europe. who learned 
the language while selling their wines 
in rural areas. “It is almost like 
Yiddish,” they used to say. 


Comparisons with Yiddish 


The late Mr. J. H. Hofmeyr, an 
outstanding national figure, was fond 
of drawing comparisons between Yid- 
dish and Afrikaans in addressing 
Jewish meetings. Twenty years ago, 
when he opened a Jewish book exhi- 
bition jn Johannesburg, he referred to 


the fact that Afrikaans was despised 


and treated with contempt, like Yid- 
dish, by the purists and the snobs. It 


_ was, he said, treated as “a jargon” 


and “a kitchen language.” — But he 
emphasised that both languages were 
first used by the masses, forcing the 
intellectuals to acquire them later as a 
literary medium. 

South African-born Jews, particu- 
larly those who live in the Afrikaans- 
speaking areas, pick up the language 
quite easily, and there are to-day many 
Jews here who, although bilingual, 
regard Afrikaans as their mother 
tongue. Jews contribute to Afrikaans 
hterary magazines. 

The use of Afrikaans in Jewish 
communal life began only in recent 
years, Since the vast majority of 
South Africa’s 100,000 Jews live in 


the big cities; where English is the . 


predominant language, and since even 
Afrikaans-speaking Jéws. are well 
versed in English the latter language 
was employed for years aS a matter 
of course by Jewish institutions. This 


gave rise to complaints from intolerant 
sections of the Nationalist movement 
that Jews were the “ torch-bearers of 
English culture.” 

As the language made more and 
more headway, however, it became 
natural for Afrikaans to be heard at 
Jewish conferences and meetings. At. 
the Congresses of the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies some of 
the delegates occasionally use this 
language. Articles in Afrikaans are 
published in Anglo-Jewish periodicals, 
and editors of Jewish papers do not 
deem it necessary to translate into 
English letters to the editor written in 
Afrikaans. At Jewish religious services 
the Afrikaans language is being used 
more and more. 

In the field of secular literature a 
collection of Yiddish and Hebrew 
short stories, translated into Afrikaans 
by Professor B. Gemser, a non-Jew, 
of Pretoria, was published a few years 
ago. A local Jewish writer is at 
present busy on further translations, 


Sabbath Service Translated 


_ The most significant event, however, 
is the recent translation into Afrikaans 
of the entire Sabbath service. Appar- 
ently with a view to its being used in 
synagogues, the translation appears in 
both Hebrew and Afrikaans. The 
translator js Rabbi Dr. M. Romm, 
formerly of the Bloemfontein Hebrew 
Congregation, who came here from 
Canada over 20 years ago. 

For the benefit of those who under- 
stand Afrikaans—it will be understood 
also by those who have a knowledge 
of Dutch or Flemish-—~below is a short 
extract of the translation of the second 
half of the Sabbath Kiddush :

A MATRIMONIAL PROBLEM —

HE Royal Commission on 

Marriage and Divorce, sitting 

in Edinburgh on November 4, 
considered a suggestion of a SIX- 
months’ ‘choice period for a wife 
whose “ dead ”* husband reappeared. 
This suggestion. was in a memoran- 
dum submitted by Professor T. B. 
Smith, Professor of Scots Law at 
Aberdeen University, and his wife. 

They suggested that where a 
spouse in whose favour a decree 
had been pronounced had remarried 
“he or she shall be entitled to elect 
between the former and the subse- 
quent spouse within a period of six 
months from the establishment by 
the person presumed dead of ‘his 
or her identity before a court of 
law.” They further suggested that 
provision should be made to secure 
the legitimacy. of children who 
might have been born of a subse- 
quent marriage dissolved on_ the 
erounds of the reappearance of the 
first spouse. 

Talmudic Ruling 

This problem has been dealt with 
in the Talmud and a ruling on it is 
recorded in the Codes, 

In Jewish law. .a court has no 
authority to pronounce a decree of 
divorce where the husband “1s” miss- 
ing ; a marriage can be dissolved only 
hy the delivery of a get or the death 
of the husband or wife. However, 
a wife may remarry if a witness testi- 
fies to the death of her husband. 


Although in the ordinary way two 


witnesses are required for a testimony 


to be valid, the rabbis, we are told, 


relaxed the law in favour of the wife 
in order to avoid perpetual desertion 
(Yeb. 88a). In order to prevent 
abuses they further ruled that if her 
husband returned after she had 
remarried she would be obliged to 
leave both her first and second hus- 
bands (Mish. Yeb. x. 1), It was argued 
that by thus rigidly imposing disabili- 
ties upon her jf her husband should 
return she would take every precau- 
tion to verify the evidence of the 


witness before remarrving (Yeh. 88a). 

The  second-century teacher R. 
Simeon states that this applies only 
to a woman who remarries on’ the 
evidence of one witness; where she 
marries on the evidence of two wit- 
nesses the second marriage is auto- 
matically null and void, but she may 
return. to her first husband. Here 
there is no need for the imposition 
of disabilities, for no special relaxa- 
tion of the law. is required, seeing 
that the. evidence of two witnesses is 
generally accepted (Mish, Yeb. x, 1). 

Differing Viewpoints 

The famous Babylonian © teacher, 
Rab. 247) appears to follow 
R. Simeon (Yeh. 91a), but when 
R. Papa (d. 375) desired to act on 
this ruling he was. taken to task by 
his contemporary, R. Huna, son of 
R. Joshua, who refused to allow the 
wife to return to her first husband 
even if she had remarried on the 
evidence of two witnesses (Yeh. 91b). 
This ruling is adopted by Maimonides 
(Hil..Ger. x. 5) and by the Shulchan 
Aruch (E.H. xvi, 56)... The Mishna 
further rules that the children of the 
second marriage are illegitimate (Mish. 
eb. 

Where the wife is presumed dead 
and the husband remarries, the 
position is more complicated. In Tal- 
mudic times, polygamy being  per- 
mitted. the second marriage was a 
valid one as. well. as the first, Conse- 
quently, when the Mishna considers 
the case of the wife presumed dead 
it deals only .with the question of 
whether her husband may return to 
her if he had married her sister, the 
ruling being that he may do so (Mish. 
Yeb. x, 4). 

At the beginning of the eleventh 
century Rabbenu Gershom of 
Mavence issued his famous ban on 
polygamy, and it has been forbidden 
ever since. for Ashkenazi Jews at 
least. to have more than one wife. 
What. then, would be the position 
if. the wife having been presumed 
dead. the husband remarried and then 
the first wife returned ? Here we can 
hardly invalidate the second marriage, 
seeing that there had been no wilful 
transgression of the ban. On the 


other hand, the first marriage had not 


been dissolved, and it is obviously 
forbidden for him to have more than 
one wife. 

This question is not dealt with 
directly by the great rabbinic authori- 
ties. but can be derived from the simi- 
lar cause of an insane wife whose 
husband had been granted by the 
court a dispensation of the ban and 
had remarried, and who then became 
well again. The ruling given here 1s 
that he should remain with the second 
wife and divorce the first (P.T. to 
E-H. 1, note 16 and Ozar Haposekim, 
Jer. 1947, page 22-n. 17 and 18. Cf. 
Noda. Beyehudah, Pt. ii, 90, Sede 
Hemed, Ishuth, 28). 

To sum up, Judaism would in no 
circumstances countenance a choice of 


spouse as advocated by Professor 


Smith. Where the husband was 
presumed to be dead and he returned. 
the wife would require a divorce from 
both the first and second husbands ; 
and where the wife was presumed 
dead and she returned, the husband 
would be obliged to divorce the first 
wife and remain with the second. In 
this latter case the children of the 
second marriage would, of course, be 
legitimate. but in the former. case the 
children of the second marriage would 
be illegitimate. [COPYRIGHT

RESURGENCE 


Birmingham Warning

| BIRMINGHAM 

“The Danger of Nazi Resurgence 
in Germany” was the subject of a 
public meeting, held on Armistice 
Day last week at the Midland Insti- 
tute, Birmingham, under the auspices 
of the Birmingham Movement Against 
Nazi Resurgence. 


Mr. Konni Zilliacus compared the 
appeasement policy of Chamberlain 
towards Hitler with the present policy of 
the U.S.A.—both, he said; were direcied 
“under the smoke-screen of  anti- 
Communism ’”’ against the progressive, 
liberal and socialist forces of Europe 
and against the Soviet Union. He 
supported a Four-Power Conference on 
Germany, 

Mr. Harry Baker, J.P., Secretary of 
the Birmingham Trades Council, said it 
was incumbent pon the British Socialist 
and Trade Union Movements to support 
their German colleagues by demanding 
the disarmament of Germany and the 
suppression of Nazism. 

Mr. Lionel S. Rose, M.B.E., warned 
the audience that, given the opportunity, 
the power, and the arms, the Nazis 
would regain power in Germany and 
precipitate a world war in their drive for 
German hegemony. 


The Chairman, Mr. Lionel Wood 


(Conservative Councillor in Birmingham, 


and Vice-Chairman of the Birmingham 
Movement against Nazi Resurgence), said 
that the movement consisted of people 
from all walks of life, and included 


Socialists, Conservatives, Communisis, 

Liberals, together with pacifists, ex- 
Service _ representatives, Jews, © and 
Gentiles. 


Among those who sent messages to the 
meeting were the Rey. . A. Cohen, 
Mr. Julius Silverman, M.P.. and. the 
Revs. Chaim Pearl and B. Hooker.

THE ROSENBERGS’ 
APPEAL 


Analogy with British 
Sentences 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The Jewish Labor Committee 
spokesman (in his letter last week) 
accuses me of “misstatements of 
fact” but does not state which facts 
were misstated. 

Both your correspondenis repeat what 
THE JewisH CHRONICLE reporicd at the 
time, that the judge-and prosecutor were 
Jews, This disposes of nothing. Let 


me quote two préminent American Jews - 


on the matter of the Judge being a Jew. 
The publisher of the JewisH EXAMINER, 
Rabbi Louis D. Gross, wrote 
(March 15. 1952): 

‘Did he think the death sentences against 
the Rosenbergs was mecessary to counter the 
antisemitic charge of Communism against Jews 
in general? Apparently this jurist has not 
learned that antisemitism has nothing to do with 
the truth.” 

In the Chicago English Jewish 
SENTINEL (February 7, 1952) 
George Fox wrotc: 

™ . when Julius and Ethe! Rosenberg were 
condemned to death for allegedly giving secret 
information to énemy spies | condemned the 
verdict and accused the presiding judge, who 
happened to be a Jew, of icaning over back- 
wards in his desire to show that Jews condemn 
treason. 

The fact that the Day and Forwarp 
have come out for commutation of the 
death sentences answers Mr. Kirschen- 
baum as to whether I quoted those papers 
out of context. In fact all four Yiddish 
papers are now unanimous in appealing 
for This unity was made 
complete when the JEWisH MORNING 
JOURNAL appealed for Executive clemency 


per 
abbi 


on October 28. This paper is Orthodox 
and Republican Party in outlook 
and reflects the widespread demand 


for commutation, This ferment among 
American Jews is not mentioned by cither 
of gg correspondents, 

The Rosenberg sentences were—with- 
out precedent—imposed in peacetime and 
not for aiding an actual enemy. Perhaps 
I can help Mr. Kirschenbaum with a 
British analogy—the cases of Nunn May 
and Fuchs, who both received prison 
sentences. ; 

The nonsensical statement by Mr. 
Kirschenbaum that Russia has the atom 
bomb because of the Rosenbergs is grisi 
to the mill of every antisemite. The ful- 
sity of this statement was established in 
December, 1950, when International News 
Service in a Washington dispaich stated 
that the Atomic Energy Commission 

. bared secret documentary proof that 
Russia has known the scientific secrets of atom- 
bomb manufacture since 1940, the year the 
United States began attempts to develop the 
missile.”’ 

The earliest allegation against 
Rosenbergs relates to 1944. 

Both American correspondents should 
remember that MoCarthyism and the 
tactics of smear are not too popular 
among the British le, who are not 
yet in the grip of anti-Communist hys- 
teria, and that in this country the 
accepted standards of public discussion 
still require reasoned arguments—ihe 
shout of “ Yah! Communist stooge "’ is 
not regarded as a sufficient substitute. 

Finally, may I pay tribute to the public 
spirit of THe JewisH CHRONICLE in this 
matter, evinced by the generous amount 
of space, made available for. the expres- 
sion of all points of view on the 
Rosenberg case.

BRITISH CHALUTZIM IN ISRAEL 


Problems of Kibbutzim 
To the Editor of Tue JEwisH CHRONICLE 
From Mr, A, I, RICHTIGER 


Sirn,—As one who has for many 
years advocated direct assistance to 
British olim, I read with pleasure 
Alderman Moss’s report (in your 
issue Of November 7) on his visit to 


the British kibbutzim, and would 


to say how much visit is 
appreciated by all those who are 
interested in the training of youth for 
agricultural settlement in Israel and 
who are making great efforts to 
increase the numbers of chalutzim. 
Our task would be so much easier if 
everyone. who visits Israel would make 
sure of seeing how our olim are faring 
there, what their contribution is to the 
building up of the country, and the diffi- 
culties they have to face. The shortage 
of water for Bet Haemek has engaged 


- our attention for some considerable. time, 


and repeated representations have been 
made to the Jewish Agency by the 
Honorary Officers of the Zionist Federa- 
tion. Borings for water have been and 
are being continued around this kibbutz. 
One of the borings wa: most successful 
and, while it is too early to say when 
there will be sufficient water for irriga- 
tion for the cattle and for household 
needs, the position has undoubiedly 
improved. 

Other kibbutzim have other problems: 
the members of Kfar Hanassi have in 
four years cleared the stones with their 
bare hands from about 1,200 dunams of 
land and Lavee are in a similar position; 
while Yasur, whose chalutzim have been 
trained at Bedford, urgently need pipes 
for their fish ponds. 

And what about the other olim from 
Britain? They, too, have their problems 
which we must not ignore, the main one 
being the need for suitable housing, 

During the summer I visited most of 
the settkements inhabited by British 
chalutzm. I was proud to see their 
devotion to their land and to their task 
of cultivating the soil entrusted to them. 
There is no apathy there, but there are 
difficulties, which we can do a lot to 
alleviate.

FROM MOTOL TO ZION 


Dr. Weizmann and 
Partition 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


From Mr. ISRAEL COHEN 
Sik,—In your article, “ From Moto! 


to Zion,” there are some statements 
upon which, in the interest of histori- 


cal accuracy, I trust you will permit 


me to comment. 

It was not at the Zionist Congress of 
1911 but at that of 1913 that Dr. Weiz- 
mann delivered an address on the found- 
ing of a Hebrew University, and it was 
resolved to appoint a commission. to 
make the preliminary investigations. 

In fairness to the memory of Nahum 
Sokolow it must be stated that the Jewish 
delegation that appeared before the Peace 
Conference in February, 1919, was 
headed jointly by him and Dr. Weiz- 
mann, and the first statement was made 
by Sokolow, as he was a member of the 
Zionist Executive. The Peace Conference 
held in 1920, at San Remo, conferred 


the Mandate for Palestine upon Great — 


Britain. 

The statement that Dr. Weizmann 
“ remained a persistent advocate of Par- 
tition until. the historic approval in 
November, 1947, by the United Nations 
of the plan to divide. the country into 
a Jewish and an Arab State’ is refuted 
by the two following. facts: 

(a) On October 16, 1944, the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency, of which Dr. Weiz- 
mann was the President, submitted an 
official Memorandum to the British 
Government, in which they. stated that 
“they regard as imperative a decision 
designating Palestine as a Jewish Com- 
monwealth.” and also that “the Jewish 
Agency would view with deep apprehen- 
sion an attempt to revive the partition 
idea.” 

(b) After the war was over, on May 22, 
Dr. Weizmann, on behalf of the 
Jewish Agency, submitted to the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Churchill. a — further 


.Memorandum, in. which, after a -refer- 


ence to the previous one, it was stated: 
‘The Jewish Agency begs to submit to 
H.M. Government the request that Pales- 
tine be established as a Jewish State, and 


that the Agency be enabled to bring in, . 


within the shortest possible time, the first 
million Jews’ from European, Oriental, 
and other countries, who desire, and need, 


to settle in the ancient home. of 


Jewish. people. 
The statement at the Congress 


«held in Basle the following year (1946) 


a resolution to abolish the office of Presi- 
dent unul the next Congress was carried 
by a narrow margin,” 1s quite unfounded.

“Jacob Waley ” 


Mr. Bertram B. Benas, J.P., who 
was re-elected President of the Jewish 
Historical Society of England at the 
Society's annual meeting held last 
week in the Stern Hall, Seymour 
Place. W.1, gave the Presidentia! 
address on “Jacob Waley (1818-73) 
— onveyancing Counsel to the Court 
of Chancery.” 
the Rev. Dr. James Parkes presided. 

Mr. Benas said that it was generally 
recognised that Waley had been one of 
the leading Conveyancers of England 
and had made outstanding contributions 
to the technical literature of English law. 
He had also taken a leading part in the 
buiiding up of the constitutional machin- 
ery of Anglo-Jewish organisations and 
was the first President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. He was also Presi- 
dent of the Jewish Orphan. Asylum, 
London, and was one of the founders of 
the Society of Hebrew Literature. He was 
actively. associated wih Jews’ College, 
the London Jewish Board of Guardians, 


and his professional advice was a great

SEASONABLE SOUPS 
Vegetable Soup 


Vegetable stock or water, 4 pts.; 2 or 
3 sprouts; 2 medium carrois; | leck; a 
small iurnip; 2 onions; 2 or 3 sticks of 
celery ; 2 tablespoonfuls of barley ; 2 oz. 
of margarine ; 
chopped parsiey. 
se the green leaves of the celery and 
reen of the leck. Prepare the vegetables. 
Cut carrots, turnips, and onions into 
small dice, and the celery, leek, and 
sprouts into thin slices. Melt the mar- 
garine, add the vegetables, and cook very 
ently with the lid on the saucepan for 
io minutes. Stir occasionally and do not 
let them brown, n add the stock or 
water, the washed barley, bay leaf, and 
salt and pepper. Bring to the boil and 
simmer very gently for 2 hours. Remove 
the bay leaf and add the chopped pars- 
ley ore ‘serving. 


Artichoke Soup 


Jerusalem artichokes, 1 potatoes, 
1 Ib.; stock (or water flavoured with 
vegetable extract), 3 pts.; cornflour, 2 
teaspoonfuls ; margarine, 2 oz.; 1 onion; 
sak and pepper. 

PREPARE and slice the vegetables. Melt 
the margarine in a saucepan, add the. 
vegetables and cook over a very gentle 
heat for a few minutes with the lid on the 
pan and stirring occasionally so that they 
do not brown. Then add the stock and 
seasoning, bring to the boil and simmer 
till the vegetables are tender, then rub 
Return to the saucepan, 
reboil, add the cornflour, mixed smoothly 
with a little water and stir while it 
simmers for 5 minutes. Serve with crou- 
tons of fried bread. 


Lentil Soup 


Lentils, 1 pt.; stock or salt beef liquor, 


2 qts.; 2 onions, 2 carrots; 2 or 3 sticks 
of celery; flour, 1 oz.; salt; pepper; 
chopped parsley. 

WasH the lentils, prepare and cut: up 
the vegetables and put all the ingredients 
together in a saucepan. Bring to the boil 
and simmer gently for 14 hours, then rub 
through a sieve. Return to the saucepan, 
reboil, and add flour mixed smoothly 
with cold water, stir till boiling, and sim- 
mer for 5 minutes. Add chopped parsicy 
before serving. 

This soup is nicest made with liquor in 
which salt beef has been cooked, but if 
this is not available use bone stock in- 
stead, in which case a small piece of 
worsht cooked in the soup is an improve- 
ment. Cook this fer about ? hour, then 
cut into small dice and serve in the soup.

The Miracle of Milan (New Gallery, 
Regent Street, W.) was directed by 
Vittorio de Sica, who made the memor- 
able “Shoe Shine and ‘“* Bicycle 
Thieves.”

De Sica. with 
his amazingly genuine rtrayal of all 
sorts. and conditions of down-and-outs 
living on a waste patch of land near 
Milan, gives us an unforgettable hundred 
minutes of laughs and tears.

The plot is 
merely an excuse for the read object of 
the picture; to give us an entrancing 
ninety minutes of Betty Hutton singing 
a great many old favourites.

Miss Hutton not only holds the attention 
all through but leaves .us wishing for 
more.

HEBREW LIBRARY SOLD 
FOR £20,000 


By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


A famous Hebrew library, com- 
prising 6,000 books, between 2,000 and 
3,000 manuscripts, and 
belonging to the London book collec- 
tor, Mr. Frank Dent, has been bought 
for the Rabbi Kook Foundation in 
Jerusalem. The price is understood to 
be over £20,000, and the money ts to 
be paid over a period of years. 

The books include many rare sixteenth- 
century editions of the presses of Con- 
Stantinople, Venice, Rome; Cracow, 
Lublin, Prague, and Amsterdam. Among 
the manuscripts is a unique collection of 


historical documents relating to Italian 


Jewish history. There are also manu- 
scripts of famous rabbis. including one 
by Chaim Azulai and another by Isaac 
Lampronti, the author of the first Tai- 
mudic encyclopedia. 

In addition, the library includes many 
beautifully illustrated ketubot. 

About 15 of the Hebrew books were 
printed before the year 1500. 

The Israeli Government was so anxious 
for the library to be transferred to Jeru- 
Salem that it has guaranteed the 
payments. 

The President of the Kook Foundation 
is Rabbi J. L. Maimon, the fotmer Israeli 
Minister for Religious Affairs, who is at 
present in this country.

THE JUDICIAL OATH 


Israeli Offizial’s View

Before returning to Israel this week.

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ARAB STATES ACCUSED OF “ BLACKMAIL” 
Reparations Debate at U.N.

In an address to the United Nations 
General Assembly here last week, Mr. 
Aubrey Eban, the Israeli delegate, 
made a bitter attack on the Arab 
States for their attempts to “ black- 
mail’ Western Germany into refusing 
to honour its reparations agreement 
with Israel. 

At the same time, he said, Israel had 
never given up hope of establishin 
peace in the Middle East. Israel believed 


that an Arab-Israeli conciliation was ad 
p 


sible, and all other nations could 
in that task. _ 

In one of the strongest statements yet 
made on the Arab-Israeli dispute, Mr. 
Eban said the entire world, with the 
exception of the Arabs, had welcomed the 
Luxembourg Agreement as a_ unique 
triumph of justice in the relations of a 
mighty Power to a weaker one. The 
Arabs, he said, might well emulate this 
example by concluding a pact of peace 
with Israel, 

The Reparations Agreement was no 
business of the Arab States, which he 
said, were trying to extend their own 
illegal boycott to other States. This 
became, therefore, a matter of great con- 
cern to the United Nations. 

When Mr. Eban described his country 
as the only democracy in the Middle 
East, free from military dictatorship and 
devoted to economic and social progress, 
the Egyptian and Iraqi delegates rose and 
demanded the right to reply immediately. 
Their request was rejected, but the Iraqi 
delegate, speaking later on relations wit 
France, deviated from his scheduled 
speech to say that Arab nationalism, in 
its struggle against Zionism, was engaged 


on a “ mission of liberation’ on behalf 


‘of all Arabs, including those of Palestine. 


The Lebanese delegate called for the 
strengthening of the U.N. by compelling 
member-States to implement its resolu- 
tions on such issues as Arab refugees 
and Jerusalem. The Israeli forces, by 
taking over Jerusalem, a city the United 
Nations had decided should be placed 
under international supervision, had, he 
said, committed a “serious act of 
aggression,” 

Arab States, it is learned, have 
drafted a resolution on the Arab refugee 
roblem for submission to the Ad Hoc 
olitical Committee at its forthcoming 
debate on the Palestine question. It 
asserts that the three-member U.N. Con- 
ciliation Commission for Palestine has 
been unable to fulfil its task in connec- 
tion with the refugee problem and 
recommends that it be replaced by a 
seven-member Commission for Palestine 
to be appointed by the General Assembly. 

It would have its headquarters in 
Jerusalem and be authorised to effect. the 
“early” repatriation, compensation, 
resettlement, and repatriation of refugees 
and the return of their property. 

The resolution makes no: reference to 
the question of establishing peace in the 
Middle East or the internationalisation of 
Jerusalem. It calls for implementation 
of the scheme through the co-operation of 
Governments and subsidiary groups of 
technical experts. 

When the Committee: begins its debate 
on the Palestine issue, the Soviet bloc, 
it is learned here, will support an Israeli 
move to initiate peace negotiations with 
the Arab States. 

In line with its. previous policy, the 
Soviet bloc will oppose both the continu- 
ation of the Conciliation Commission 
and its replacement by any new 
commission, 


DANISH-ISRAELI TRADE 
AGREEMENT |

COPENHAGEN: 
A Danish-Israeli one-year trade agree- 
ment under which the two countries reci- 
procally grant “ most favoured” treat- 
ment to shipping and customs clearance 
of goods has been signed here. It is the 


first trade treaty concluded between the - 


two -countries, 

one-year bartering and paymenis 
agreement was signed at the same time. 
No quotas have been fixed for exports 
of Danish goods to Israel but it was 
agreed that half the exports will consist 
of agricultural products, one. third of 
fish and fish products, and one sixth of 
industrial goods. 

Imports from. Israel are expected to 
consist mainly of free-listed goods, includ- 
ing citrus fruits. 

A credit margin of 2,000,000 kroner 
(about £100,000) has been agrecd. The 
annual turnover 1s-estimated at 10,000,000 
to 20,000,000 kroner either way. 


EX-NAZI MIGRANTS FOR 
AUSTRALIA

Some 1,400 Germans have embarked 
for Australia, according to a message 
received here from Bremerhaven, Ger- 
many. . The emigrants, the message 
Stated, inaluded former senior officers of 
the German Army, and a number of per- 
sons who boasted openly of their Nazi 
affiliations. 
Replying to allegations that German 
migrants to Australia included former 
Nazis, the Immigration. Minister, Mr. 
Harold Holt, said in Canberra that while 
in Berlin he had inspected the Documen- 
tation Centre. , Many of the staff there 
were Jewish and he would be surprised 
if they would agree with the assertions 
of Australian Jewry that Nazis were 
going to Australia. 


CHIEF JUSTICE OF 
PENNSYLVANIA 


PHILADELPHIA 
Justice Stern was sworn in this 
week as the 27th Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, the first 
Jew in the history of the State to hold 
this post.

The West German-Israeli Repara- 
tions Agreement will be presented to 
the Bundestag (Federal Upper House) 
for ratification early next month, 
together with a Bill providing for the 


allocation of funds to cover the first 


reparations payments. 


This information was given to me last 
week-end by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the 
Chairman of the Jewish Claims Confer- 


ence, following his return here from 
Bonn, where he had talks with the 
Federal Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer. Dr. 


Goldmann thought the measures would 
be finally approved by the Bundestag 
within a month. 

The first list of goods required by the 
Israelis, said Dr. Goldmann, is now being 
prepared, and commodities immediately 
available should begin to arrive in Israel 
by February. 

Dr. Adenauer and the members of his 
Government had unanimously rejected 
Arab attempts to interfere with the 
reparations treaty, though some German 
industrialists were disturbed by the threat 
of an Arab economic boycott. It was 
likely, therefore, said Dr. Goldmann, that 
West Germany would make certain trade 
concessions to the Arabs. | 

Dr. F. E. Shinnar will next month 
begin his duties as head of the Israeli 
Purchasing Mission to supervise repara- 
tions purchases in Germany.
